LOVING CUP IS PRESENTED 


The Mayor of the City, The 
Constitution and Others 
Praise Autoists Who Made 
Trip Around State--Responses 
Are Made That Glowed With 
Appreciation and Enthusiasm

Badly sunburred, but otherwise in 
perfect condition, glad to be home 
again, but sorry to have come to the 
end of a most delightful trip, the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta party in the “All- 
Around-the-State Tour’ gathered at 
the Kimball house yesterday afternoon 
shortly before 2 o’clock, where they 
were treated as guests of The Consti- 
tution to a most delightful luncheon, 
enlivened by a numberof short but apt 
talks by members of the party and 
others present. 

The occasion was thoroughly infor- 
mal, necessarily so because many of 
those present had not had an oppor- 
tunity of changing the dust-laden 
auto togs in which they made the last 
run of the journey. Clark Howell, of 
The Constitution, presided. 

Mayor Robert F. Maddox welcomed 
the tourists in behalf of the city; Pres- 
ident Fred Paxon in behalf of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, and Mr. 


Howell and Roby Robinson in the name 
of The Constitution, while members of 
the Atlanta party made short talks, 
telling of the pleasure of the trip, 
lauding the hospitality of the people 
who welcomed them along the route, 


and praising The Constitution for in- 
augurating the tour and the press of 


‘the state generally for its invaluable 


assistance in making the tour the un- 
qualified success it has proven to be. 
A Record-Breaking Trip.

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FORAKER QUITS 
OHIO. CAMA 


Ex-Senator Refuses to 
“Modify” His Speeches. 


He has Canceled All Dates 
Rather Than Forego the Pur- 
pose of Denouncing the ““New 
Natoinalism,” as Advocated 
by Theodore Roosevelt. 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 26.—Declin- 
ing to accede to an alleged request of 
the republican state committee to 
“modify” his speeches; former Senator 
Joseph Benson Fotaker has withdrawn 
from participation in the Ohio state 
campaign and has cancelle dall his 
speaking engagements. 

The senator, in an address last week, 
made plain his opposition to the “new 
nationalism” described by Theodore 
Roosevelt, describing it as “treason.” 
This brought on heated replies from 
the stump, and the controversy had 
taken first place in the state cam- 
paign so far as newspaper attention 


was concerned. 

In a telephone message to Chairman 
Charles Craig, of the Erie county cen- 
tral committee, tonight, Mr. Foraker 
announced that the state committee 
hag requested him to modify his 
speeches, that he would make them as 
he chose, or not gpeak at all, and 
therefore he would cancel his San- 
dusky, Ohio, address, scheduled for 
tomorrow night, as well as all his other 
speaking dates. 

Foraker Wouldn’t Yield. 

Columbus, Ohio, October 26.—After 
receiving a telegram from Foraker 
canceling his Sandusky speech, Chair- 
man Craig sought by telephone to in- 
aguce the former senator to change iis 
mind, but Foraker refused. 

Chairman Laylin, of the state exec- 
utive committee, in discussing reports 
that Foraker had been calle doff the 
stump, said tonight the committee had 
“canceled none of Foraker’s engage- 
ments.”’ 

It was learned, however, that the 
state committee had been deluged with 
protests from republicans against 
Foraker’s further participation in the 
campaign, as a result of his speech at 


Marysville, in which he severely at- 
tacked Theodore Roosevelt.

Hawley and Post, Pilots of 
America IL, Landed Far 
North on October 19 


ISOLATED FOR SIX DAYS 
IN DENSE CANADA WOODS 


Only Wednesday, After Being 
Given Up for Dead, Did They 
Manage to Reach Wire and 
Announce Their Where- 
abouts—tTheir Flight Breaks 
All Records and Keeps Gor- 
don Bennett Cup in the 
United States. 


New York, October 26.—Alan R. 
Hawley and Augustus Post, the aero- 
nauts of the balloon America IJ, for 
whom search had béen prosecuted in 
the Canadian wilderness, are safe, and 
have established a new world’s record 
for sustained flight. They traveled, ap- 
proximately, 1,350 miles, and came to 
earth in Chicoutimi county, Quebec, on 
Wednesday last, but were not heard 
from until today, when telegrams sent 
from St. Ambroise, Quebec, reached 
New York. 

The balloonists started from St. Louis 
with nine other contestants in the in- 
ternational contest Monday, October 
17. All the other balloons have been re- 
ported. 

Two Messages from Aeronauts. 

Two messages from Hawley and 
Post were received in New York early 
tonight. One was to William Hawley, 
brother of the aeronaut; the other to 
Samuel F, Perkins, pilot of the balloon

“Unfortunately, about 3 o’clock on 
Wednesday afternoon, the 19th, a storm 
came up and it became necessary to 
make a landing. We picked out a 
mountain and came down upon it and 
made an easy landing on the mountain 
side at an elevation of about 1,500 feet, 

“This was at 3:45 p. m. It was now 
nightfall, and we knew that we were a 
considerable distance from any settle- 
ment, so we decided to pass the night 
in the basket of the balloon. 

Started for Civilization. 

“The next morning we started for 
civilization, heading south. We had 
jthree days of strenuous exercise with 
| no more to eat than was absolutely 
necessary, as we had to carry. all our 
food, as well as the blankets to cover 
us at night. And we needed those 
blankets badly, for we had two snow- 
storms on the way. 

“On the fourth day we found the 
camp of Jack Matthias, a trapper. Un- 
fortunately, he was away from home. 
We, however, stayed there and enjoyed 
the hospitality of his hut for a day of 
much-needed rest. Then four French 
Canadian trappers turned up and, like 
good fellows, brought us out by canoe 
to St. Ambroise, where we arrived this 
afternoon. 

“As near as we can figure, our land- 
ing place was about 68 miles north of 
Chicoutimi. There is rather a large 
lake near where we landed—lake Pis- 
cocama—and we landed between five 
and eight miles north. Two smaller 
lakes were also passed by us as we 
made our way through the woods. The 
country there is very rough, and our 
travel was necessarily slow and ardu- 
ous in the extreme, as there was no

The official figures will be re- 
quired, however, definitely to settle the 
question, 

Samuel F. Perkins, aid in the Dussel- 
dorf, which alighted approximately 110 
to 125 miles from the spot where the 
America descended, out of his experi- 
ence tonight threw some light on the 
hardships probably encountered by 
Hawley and Post. He said: 

“It took us four days to make our 
way 17 miles through the thick under- 
brush from where we landed to Kis- 
kisink, and it would probably have 
taken us twelve days more had we not 
come upon a guide, who took us 10 
miles of the distance in the last half 
day.” 

Aeronauts Traveled 1,350 miles. 

Toronto, October 26.—Louis Spindler, 
secretary of the Aero Club of St. Louis, 
this evening received, through ‘the 
Great Northern Telegraph Company, 
news of the safety of the missing 
navigators of the balloon America IL. 
The message read:

For, in addition to emissaries sent by 
the Aero Club of St. Louis, the Aero 
Club of America, by William Hawley, 
the United States revenue cutter serv- 
ice. the signal corps of the navy, the 
Hudson Bay Company and other agents 
were conducting the search, scouring 
the Great Lakes and making prepara- 
tions for entering the almost impene- 
trable Canadian forests. , 

Clifford B. Harmon, the wealthy ama- 
teur aeronaut and aviator, of New 
York, had offered $1,000 to anyone find- 
ing Hawley and Post, dead or alive, 
and this sum had been increased to- 
night by subscriptions to more than 
$7,000. At the international aviation 
meet at Belmont Park, nearly $2,000 
was subscribed among the aviators’ 
this afternoon, headed by $500 piedged 
by Glenn H. Curtiss. 

World’s Record Broken. 

Young Perkins, who accompanied 
 Ljeutenant Hans Gericke in the Dus- 
seldorf, conceded immediately after the 
receipt of the telegram that he and 
the German lost first place to the New 
Yorkers. Perkins had estimated the 
distance traveled by the Dusseldorf 
at 1,240 miles. He was overjoyed at 
hearing from his long-lost rivals, and 
quickly dispatched to St. Ambroise 
with instructions to forward this mes- 
gage of congratulations to Messrs. 
Hawley and Post. 

“Indications are that you have broken 
the world’s record for sustained flight 
in a balloon. Please accept my sin- 
cere congratulations on your SUCCESS. 
You are the only ones I would be giad 
to see win outside myself. lI Know 
from my own experiences what you 
must Mave risked to make such a trip.”

He 
surrendered his regiment with Gen- 
era] Johnston. 

Colonel Candler married Miss Eu- 
renia T. Williams, daughter of a Jones 
county planter, on January 142, 1864. 
When the war ended he resumed the 
work of a professor at Jonesboro, and 
in 1866 was honored by Mercer with 
the, degree of M. A. Later he became 
engaged in the lumber trade and as a 
contractor and railroad eonstructor he 
superintendeq the building of the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern, 
and was made president of the line, 

He also supervised the construction 
of a part of a railroad from Gaines- 
ville to Dahlonega, and the Gainesville 
street railroad system. He was elected

BELOW STANDARD 


Unless Improvements Are 


Made, Inspector May 
Order Prosecutions. 


The quality of milk being served in 
a number of Atlanta restaurants is 
far below the standard required by the 
State pure food law, according to Pure 
Food Inspector P. A. Methvin. Unless 
an improvement is made a number of 
prominent restauranters in  Atianta 
will find themselves facing a charge 
of violating the law.

Samples of the milk and cream being 
served in restaurants in Atlanta, Au-

gusta, Savannah and other cities. The 
law requires that the butter fats in 
milk shall average 3.25 per cent. A 
number of the samples were .25 to .50 
below this standard. Some 
handed out over the counter showed 
only 1.45 per cent of butter fat. 

Chemical analysis of the milk sam- 
ples show that a very inferior quality 
of milk is being served by certain 
well-known restaurants in al!

THE CASE OF DR. CRIPPEN. 


The English system of law and law enforcement has again 
demonstrated, in a striking manner, its advantage over the American 
system in a case of international interest. 

Dr. Crippen, the American dentist charged with the murder of 
his wife, was tried, found guilty and sentenced to hang—all within 
five days. 

In America a case that had attracted so much public curiosity 
and interest might have- been expected to consume as many weeks 


or months. 
In contrast with the notorious and noisome Thaw case, this

direct witnesses of the crime in the Crippen case; there were many 
in the Thaw case. > Crippen was convicted on the most direct circum- 
stantial evidence; yet despite the opportunity for tedious discussion, 
the lawyers discussed the merits of the case briefly and pointedly, 


The jury, looking only to the merits of the case, pronounced the 
accused guilty and the judge sentenced him to hang on November 15. 

An appeal may be taken and be heard and the execution yet 
take place within two months. 

In America it is possible for a man to be tried, convicted, have 
his case appealed and decided, and the final word pronounced within 
sixty days. But how many cases does the reader know of svhere 
it was done? 

Public sentiment, if properly aroused, will help solve the 
problem. If legal penalties are too severe, it is infinitely better to 
modify them than to permit the law to be flouted and brought into 
the disregard which failures to inflict legal penalties involve. 

Under any law that was ever framed, injustice may be done. 
Even under the Divine law, the innocent suffer with the guilty. 

Speedy legal trials are not to be sought at the expense of just 
and fair trials. But the system that permits a lawyer to practically 
ignore his cdse on its first trial, confident that the “newly discovered 
evidence,” which his industry in the beginning might have developed, 
can be used afterwards as a basis for a plea for a new trial, is an 
iniquitous, demoralizing .and damning system. 

For the law to bear too heavily upon one man hurts an individ- 
ual. For the law to be flouted and disregarded, in even one case, 
hurts the whole state.

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JOSTICE. COURT 
ARE UNDER FIRE 


Grand Jury Is Making 
Special Investigation. 


Report Has It That Committee 
May Recommend Abolishing 
Justice Courts and Substitut- 
ing Instead Municipal Courts. 
Legal Aid Society at Work. 


Intense interest is today felt in the 
presentments of the grand jury, which 
will, in all probability, contain not a 
little relative to the justice courts of 
the city. Members of the grand jury 
have made investigations of certain 
justice court records, finding many 
things, it is said, to condemn, and 
‘around the question as to whether or 
not the grand jury will embody in its 
presentment the report of this special 
committee interest centers. 

The committee from the Atlanta 
Legal Aid Society, consisting of V. H. 
Kreigshaber, Edgar Watkins, and C.. B. 
Shelton, asked that two resolutions 
reiative to these courts be embodied in 
the presentments. 

The first of these provides that the 
grand jury request the railroads and 
other corporations of the city to con- 
tinue the suspension of the rules rela- 
tive to the garnishment of their em- 
ployees. The other resolution is one 
recommending that the investigation of 
justice courts begun by this grand 
jury be continued in the future until 
the matter has been thoroughly sifted. 
It specifies that data as to the num- 
ber of cases, their disposition, and by 
whom the costs are paid, be secured. 

Report of Grand Jury Committee. 

The grand jury itself, it will be re- 
membered, appointed a special com- 
mittee, composed of A. J. Shropshire, 
Jr.. chairman; C. C. Thorn, and F. O. 
Foster, to look into the methods of the 
local justices of the peace. This com- 
mittee has made its report, and this, 
it is believed, will undoubtedly play 
quite an important part in deciding the 
nature of the report the grand jury 
will make. 

Nothing definite as to the contents 
of thfS report can be Jearned, but from 
other sources it is known that exami- 
nations of the records of certain local 
justice courts show irregularities. A 
large percentage of the cases, it is 
said, are dismissed at the request of 
the pjaintiff, who ostensibly pays the 
costs of court. In many instances, 
however, it is reported the defendant, 
rather than the plaintiff, eventually 
pays the costs. 

The rumor is current that the spe- 
cial committee may recommend‘ the 
abolishment altogether of justice 
courts, instituting in their stead mu- 
nicipal courts. 

To this report, however, no confirm- 
ation at this time is to be had. Mem-

Fort Myers, Fla., October 26.—E. J. 
Watson, a well-known farmer, and 
Leslie Cox, an escaped convict under 
life sentence for murder, were riddled 
with bullets last night by a posse, 
which went to Chatham Bend Sunday 
to capture the slayers of Miss 
Smith, A. Waller and “Dutchy” Rey- 
nolds, ten days ago. News of the 
killing was brought to Fort Myers to- 
day by Sheriffs Tippins, of Lee, and 
Jacocks, of Monroe counties. 

Watson, who is known as a desper- 
ate chd¥acter, reported the killing of 
the three persons at Fort Myers last 
Saturday. He claimed that he had 
captured Cox and produced the latter's 
coat and gun as evidence. He waa 
asked to produce the corpse, and to find 
this a posse accompanied him to South 
Bend. Arriving there, Watson joined 
Cox, who was still alive, and put up a 
desperate resistance before both were 
killed with bullets. 

The murder of the two men and the 
woman was committed by Cox and a 
negro, who is now in jail here. He 
confessed to the crime, describing how 
the bodies had been cut open and 
weighted down so that they would 
sink. He declared that the murder 
was done at the instance of Watson,
